2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 2 and 3 are directed to polyacrylate-l 8 and polyacryiate-l9 which were not enabled in the priority application. The priority 
application further only supplies support for a polymer system wherein the system comprises a polymer solids content of rom about 
20% to about 30% by weight. 

Claims 2 and 3 lack an invnetive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over McNamara US 2004/0126345 Al. The reference 
shows a composition comprised of film forming polymers. The intended use is not a determining factor in distinguishing compositions. 
It is well known to use film formers as a topical protectant in mammals. A particular film former is Syntran EX- 100 that is identical to 
applicants' disclosure in example 1 . Sec [0030]. To use the polymer film former of McNamara alone on teh skin of a mammal would 
have been obvious because one skilled in the art would recognize the need to protect sensitive areas of mammals frequently exposed to 
elements of the environment. 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
